Claims 1-10 and 15-20 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowability 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason for 
the allowance is the including, in combination with other limitations recited in the claims, the 
limitations of a stator device having at least one stud disposed between the at least a pair of 
magnetic protuberances, a jumper wire extending behind the at least one stud and connecting 
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the at least a pair of magnetic protuberances, and an abutment (21, 31, 41) extending from the at 
least one stud to support the jumper wire and form a gap between the jumper wire and the stud 
to permit an applied varnish to flow out through the gap, as recited in claim 1, or studs for 
supporting a connecting portion of the windings extending between the magnetic poles, and at 
least one of the studs including an abutment (21, 31, 41) for spacing the connecting portion of 
the winding from at least one of the studs and the stator body, as recited in claim 15. 

Comparing to the prior-art of the record, the most relevant ref is US 4,481,435 to 
Loforese. Loforese discloses a stator device having stub (57) with abutment (60). However, the 
stub (57) is for connecting lead-ends of the winding while the abutment is for strengthening the 
connector wells instead of, a jumper wire extending behind the at least one stud and an abutment 
extending from the at least one stud to support the jumper wire and form a gap between the 
jumper wire and the stud to permit an applied varnish to flow out through the gap, as in the 
claimed invention. Thus, none of the prior art references of the record, either stand-alone or in 
combination, has taught or suggest the above-mentioned features in combination with other 
limitations recited in the claims.
